the fortideations of which being very deficient, the 
were excessively alarniedj and the merchants sent off all their 
most valuable property. The siege continued for some time ^ 
but owing marc to the awkwardness of the assailants than to 
the courage of tfie garrison, the former failed m their atterr.ut,, 
and were obiigec! to coatent themselves ivith the plunder oi ilia 
adjacent villages. Some of the soldiers of the garriaorij hn-.- 
ever, commiserating the situation of the pretended son ofShi!- 
jria, struck off his irons, and permitted him to escape to tac 
rebels ^ w’hich added strength to their party, and Incrcaped the . 
suspicions and alarm of the Governor, Atlcngth,re*iaforce- 
iiienis arriving from Beearas- and Dacca, the rebels cihpersed^ 
ci'd the gates of the city were again opened. 

During the period of this disturbance, Mr, Peacoelf| and 
the other English gentlemen, continued to reside unmolested at 
their factory at Singee, distant ten or twelve miles from Patna, 
among the saltpetre grounds- ^ which circumstance Inducing the 
Xtiwab to suspect. they were in... league with, the .rebels, he not 
only forbad them purchasing any more saltpetre that year, 
-but threw Mr, Peacock into, prison .5 -.whence it ..was with, iimcli’' 
difficulty and intercession that he w’as released. 

The affiiirs -of the Company had also, for several years, been 
Biuch annoyed by the interference of other British subjects 5 in . 
piisequeoce of which, the Governor at, Hoogly, Mr. Gj'ITord, 
in the year made an application, in the name of the 

Company, to the Nuwab ’BhaisJta KhaB> for. permission to erect 
a fortification in the mouth, or on .the banks, of the Ganges — ^ 
to prevent the ships of those persons, whom they deiiomiiiaied 
interlopers^ irom eiiterlng the river ; and for the better protec- 
tion of their own property. But the Nutvab was too experien- 
ced a statesman to trust foreigners with such power ; hs iipt 
only refused the request, but insisted, notwitiwtanLil ng AlW 
Eiiiperofs firman, upon, the English ..paying three and, a half 
• percent, duties upon all their imports/ instead of Ihe annual 
sum of 3000 rupees, which they had forperlypald.' 

This Circumstance, aggravated by the oppressions of ,the 
Foujedar* of Cossiiiabazar, brought on a dispute between the 
Niiwabmicltlie English, which so injured the trade of the latter, 
that tlieif ships %vere obliged to leave Ben gal without obmioibg 
cargoes. Tiie P^uwab, nevertheless, stated .tfie affairs in such 
a light to the Emperor,,;, -as '.much excited Ms anger agaips|,the 
English. ^

Bur as it migbi: be considered lingenerons to malce such. am 
attack Without some previous -notice, the Admiral was furnished 
with le’ters from the Company,;-^ addressed to Che Ntiwab and 
to the Emperor, explaining- the., grievan-ees the English had

so long acted- j by the seizure- of their property 3 and by the 
repeated extoi tions made from-- their agents. 

This spirited, if notrash, enterprise was defeated by several 
tmforcseeii accidents 1 the feet 'was. long detained by contrary 
witiJs ; It ivas dispersed during the a’cyagei and several of 
the ships, instead of proceeding to Chittagongj,. , entered tho 
western branch of the Ganges,- - and ao-chored at Hoogly# 

In the meantime, the- Madras ■government had sent round- 
400 soldiers and hud directed Mr, Charnock to raise a secondi 
company of Portuguese infimtry, to be. oIBcered -by the Com- 
pany’s servants#. 

. The arrival of such a force in the Gang^es imroediatelf- 
foiised the suspicions and fears of Shaista Khan. He olTereA 
to compromise^ the differences with the English, and to^ 
submit: the'whole of their dispute to arbitrators'’ appointed on 
both sides j bat in order to be prepared against any acts of 
hostilily, he ordered a considerable* body of troops to encamp 
In the vicinity of Hoogly, These overtures and precautions 
were, however, rendered nugatory, and the intentions of the 
Company completely frustrated,* by a petty affray between 
the troops of the opposite parties : for, after Mr. Charnock, 
the Governor^ bad, been fully informed. of the Company’s de- 
signs, and after- a considerable part of the fleet had arrived m. 
the river, hostilities, were brought on, in a premature -manner,! 
by the following unexpected circumstance. 

On the 28th of Oetoberj three loglish soldiers quarrelled 
In the market, with some of the Nuwab’s troops, aocl were 
severely beaten : a company of soldiers- were, in consecjueoee^. 
called out for their defence-; afterwards a second companyr 
and then the whole of the Englbh troops: and as, upon the- 
first alarm, the Nuwab’s forces, who-were encamped outside 
the towo, also joined their countrymen, a general actioit took, 
place. Sixty of the Mogul troops were killed, and a consider*- 
abk number of them wounded. During the conOict, Admiral. 
Nichoboii opened a cannonade on, tbetown^ and burnt &m*

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Ini riclrecl lioiises I amongst wVicli was tlie ^‘Ompany^s hetory^ 
valiiefij witli tlie goods thereiin at 500,000/. ; and a party of 
Ids seamen, having iar\ tied, spiked all the guns in the batteries. 

The Fonjeclar, much alarmedby these events, solicited a 
suspension of hostilities, which was granted, on condition of 
Ms giting assistance to convey the saltpetre, and other goods 
that be saved from the condagration, on board the ships i 
with this stipulation he inimediately acquiesced 5 anti, at a 
conference held between him and Mr. Ciiarnock, agreed t& 
restore to the English all their privileges of trade^ until they 
could obtain a new hroianfroin the Emperor. 

It k probable that this act of condescension, on the part of 
the Foiijedar, was farced from him by lik fears ^ or, that he 
sought merely to gain time 5 for as soon as the circumstances 
were made known to the Niiwab ShaktaKhan, he directed the 
English factories at Patna, Maiia, Dacca, and Cossimbazar, 
to lie confiscated 5 and ordered a very considerable body, both 
of infantry and cavalry, to proceed immediately to Hoogly, anci 
to expel the English from the country. 

During this interval, the Agent and- Council at Hoogly, con- 
sidering that they wei^e. likely to be overpowered If they remained 
in that situatbn, retired, on the 2lltb of December, t6 8utta* 
Buity (part of the present Calcutta), as being.a .stronger and' 
isafer post ; where, - being under the- protection of their, ships, 
they might remain in security, matters could be accomma-» » 
daied with .the. Nuwab. ■ 

In tlik situation .of the English affairs, the Datcti and 
French took advantage of the dispute, par licokrly the for- 
mer, who having eleven ships in the river, obtained valuable 
investments of goods, and ' re-estabiished their factoriea,; 
which, in consequence of the various oppression they had stis-* 
lalned, they lad^f fCfioa% det^’inihed to abandon# 

As that paw of the.Englkh shippings whkli had con? eyed 
the expedition to Bengal, required considerable repairs. 5 and 

many apprehenaons were ' entertained for the safety of the 
jeinainder of the fleet, on board of which was embarked the 
greater part of the troops 5 it was the opinion of both' Admiral 
'Michoiac^n, and the Council of Hoogly,, that, instead of carrying 
.Into effect the Company^ designs upoii €hitt#tgoi>g, they might 
.Consider theraielves extremely fortunate if they should be able 
to restore matters to the same footing tfiey had been on, pre- 
■wionstothe eommencoMent of hostilitks : and so .strongly 
was President Gyfforcl,. and' the Governraent of Mail ras, per- 
jtiadeci of the untowafd: tormiisaticMi of the expedition, that 
.‘they sent a petition to the Emperor, praying for forgivenesi 
#of wiiat had passed^, md sdfciting a cyafirmation , of their ibc» 
lOer, firmans.

On tlielr route to that place, the troops stormed and pian-» 
dered the fort of Tanna, ten miie-j below Suttanutty, oa 
the western bank of the river, and burned down several 
magazines of salt, and granaries of rice, belonging to the 
Mogul subjects. They also .took, several Mogul ships, which 
they found. in the river.... 

Hidgelee is an island - in- the ' - mouth of the river Ganges^' 
but separated from the western bank only by a narrow stream,, 
the greater part of it is covered with long grass, the habita- 
tion of tigers: nor does it produce a drop of good water* 
In tills spot, perhaps the unhealthiest of the whole province^ 
Charnock pitched his camp, and erected batteries on the 
most accessible parts of the island 5 whilst the ships, which 
he had caused to be anchored in the middle of the stream, 
completely commanded the passage -of the river. 

In this situation, Abdul Sumiid Khan, the Mogul General> 
very prudently allowed them to remain, with little moiesta**_ 
tioo 5 well convinced, that the pestilential air and brackish, 
water of Hidgelee would prove to them a more formidable ene- 
..my -tha'ii any .force he could bring against the.m.. ' His conjee- " 
lures were completely verified 5 for in three months more than 
half of the European troops died, and the remainder were only 
fit subjects for an hospital.. 

At this critical period, overtures of peace were made by the 
Niiwab, and were joyfully accepted by Mr. Charnock and his 
Council : hostilities ceased.^ and, on the loth of August 1 688 , a 
treaty was signed, when the English were permitted to retiira 
to all their factories in different parts .of the province : the duty 
of S| per cent, was abrogated 5 and they were allowed to erect 
magazines ami to construct docks for their shipping at Onto- 
barea, a populous village situated on the western bank, about 
eighty miles from the mouth of the river, and twenty below 
Caicutta. The only stipulation made, on the part . of the 
Nuwab, was, that the English should restore the Mogul ves** 
sifils they had taken, and that their shipt of war should not agaia 
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Ills op^jffis-bns on t’le tigent? of tlie Corapam*. 
He ordered ibem fo retorn and settle at Koog! j 5 aiid not to 
Oesidj vhli either s.tc!3e or briek, ai Suttanoity.

The agents being neither in a con* 
clidoii to opj}ose hini by arms, nor to appease him with money, 
tent Uvo members of his CouricH to Dacca, to try if he might 
he sofienetl by sabmissioii.

Huch was the state of a^airs In the niontli of October, wlieii' 
Ci'tpiam Elealh arrived wirh In's reioforcenieots 5 but being &-> 
person of a very w?^rra disposition, he was enraged at the dii-* 
plicitf of ili€' Nuweb 9 s.od, notwithstanding the remonstraa-*'.- 
ces ot Mr. CliarnGck, he resolved to reco-OHnence the war. ■ 

To effect this measure, he ordered all the Company’s ser**' 
rants to embark, with their nioreabk property, on board the 
■ fieel:, ai Siittaniitty I and, - on the 8tb of .Nof ember, set saiT 
for Ballasore. On his arrival in the roads, the Governor of ' 
the town offered to enter into terms with him, on the part of 
the Nuwab j but hk proposition having been rejectedj, he^ 
seked two of ih© Company’s faotors, who resided.^ there, md^ 
retained them' as hostages against' any acts of violences not** 
Wiihs^'anding ivhieli, and that the tw’o English disputies were 
fitili II! D as well as two other factors In different parts of 
the country, Captain Headi landed with a party of soldkfs 
and seaiueo on the 29 th ot November, attacked and took a 
redoubt of thirty guns, and pkmdered the town of Ballasore. 
The Ef'glisli factory, on this occasion, was burned b}'' the Go- 
vernor j and the Company’s servants, who bad been previously 
taken prisoners,, were carried up the .00110 try, where ail subse- 
quent efforts for their release were .luiavaifiog. This outrage

aiinver, whether he would redress them, or compel them to 
«iake lise of ilie power then in- tbeir haiirs. 

Captam Heath, however, instead of waiting for the Xnwab's 
umiter, or endeavouring to seize on Chittagong, proceeded 
With the fleet to the entrance of the river which leads to the 
City of Arracan, where he arrived on the 3 1st of January ; and, 
ticcording to the iost, ructions received from the Coiiipahv, sent 
jiTOposalg to the King, offering to co-operate with him against 
the Moguls, provided he would grant the English a settlement 
ill his dominions. But nearly a fortnight havlcg elapsed with- 
t)ut his receiving an answer, and not being of a temper ta 
brook tlie procrastination of an Indian aiimiiiistrHtion, he a? 
suddenly took di'giist against this new ally : and, on the 13th 
of February, lyithout waiting for the result of his proposals 
sailed away with the whole deet, consisting of fifteen ships 
(iiwing the Benmd Govwnor and Counei), with the Compa- 
ny's effects, on hoard,) and jurived at Madras on the 4th of 
March, where he apologized to the Governor of Fort St, 
George far his eoaduct, by sajing that nothing but falsehoods, 
bad been tcdd on either side. ; 

As the Engiyhhad completely set at defiance the authority 
of the Emperor, Aurangzebe, by fortifying both Bombay and 
Madras, and br eKtending their territories in the viein’itv of 
these places, and had also captured a number of his ships, and 
bad even en'eved into an alikace with hjs most in4terate 
ewniy, the Mahratfa chief SaiBibagB«,dtjcanaQ6 bo,

watbout the payment of aoj duties. 

Mr. Walsb arrifed in the Prince’s camp, at Burdwao^ ia 
January 1698 ; but owing to the interruption of business by the 
war pgainat the rebels, and various other procrastinations, he 
did not effect the object of bis mission till the month of July j 
when, at length, by the .payment of a considerabie sum of 
^oney, the Prince’s order- for the purchase of the lands was 
forwarded to Suttanuttyj but on being shewn to the zemiii-* 
dars of the three villages, they refused to make over tiie lands, 
» the ^ order was not countersigned by the King’s Bewan. 
This circumstance caused a- further delay 3* and it was the end 
of the year before- the business was settled to the satisfaction 
of tlie English : nor did they receive tlie Prince’s order for 
fteedom of trade till the month pi January 1 700*^*.

liis suggestions were readily attended to; and all the assign* 
toents 01:1 lands, ^except the stipends of the Nizamut and Dewan* 
ly, were transferred to Orissa. By this means the whole of 
the Zemiioidars, or Hindoo landholders, were placed under the 
immediate conlroul of the Dewan^ who, by his authority, en- 
forced a very considerable rise on their rents, and thereby mmk 
augmented thejevenae of the state.

Whilstin t!i;'s dangerous situation, Moorsimd Cooly narrowly 
watched all his aeii^ms, hoping, that by having thus eitendeil 
fcis authority, he might be guihy of some misconduct', which 
should place him totally in his power. But I>erp_ Naraiis, 
fcaving a thorough ktiowledge of the business, ■ and being well 
scquiiinted with every particular regarding the revennea ofBeo** 
gai, and only anxious to recommend hi-nself by the. faithful 
discharge of his duty, by the most mioute investigation, and by 
the reduction of expenses » increased the revenue from one crore 
land thirty lacks, (1,300,000/.) to one crore and a fifty lack® 
of rupees, (1,500,000/) which he caused , to be actuailypaid 
into the imbitc treasury 5 but, in so doing, he curtailed the al- 
lowances granted to the zemindars, and infringed upon the 
cmoiumejits of people in office, winch rendered him very im* 
poptilar, and gave Jfwwab, an opporttinify : of memmg hihj 
of malversatiofi in his office : and, under pretence of scrutimss^^^ 
ing his aeeoimts, he kept him in close confioeu^ent, and de- 
prived liim of all the enjoyments of life 5 whieii severity so af- 
fected the health and spirits of Derp Narain, that he fell into 
a decline, and in a short time died. But as the Ntrvvab was 
suspected having accelerated the fate of his prisoner, lie at- 
templed to efface that impression by hijs kindners to the son 
of the deceased 5 for whom, be obtained, |rom the Emperor^

• Tfie pusilkniiiaous Emperor, having at length taken the 
field, the contending armies, on the i4th of Ziihije 1 124, met; 
in the vicinity of Agra i and after a confused battle, which .lasted 
nearly the whole day,* the Imperial army was completely 
routed 5 and the Emperor, accompanied by hk mistress, Lafi 
€oar, tied upon his elephant to Agra 5 where, having changed 
his dress, and shaved his. head and beard in the manner of th^ 
Hindoos, he, in the middk-of the night, continued his flight 
towards Behly. Upon his irrivaMn that city* instead of going 
to the fort, he* stopt^at thb . house of the Vmer Aussud ad 
Dowlali, who had been left in charge of the capital* 'This 
circumstance ^ was shortly known throughout thf towa^ upon 
which the frieiuls of Ferrokhsere surrounded the house, and 
clcinandecl tlsat the Royal fugitive should be delivered into . their 
baiidH* In order to suppress their, clamours, the.

Khan* continued to keep possession 
of liie ground till it was dark, the body of Hussein Aly was not 
liisqovered till near midsight j and when found, was io a state 
of insensibility, and. scarcely a spark of life reniaioimug* On

He inaintuii’ed above two tljoiis.ind readers, beaclsiiieu^ 
aiui ehaoters, who tvere constantly employed in reading liie •

dtiVsi of the month Rubby ai Aviil, winch include the birili and 
fiekli of the holy Prophet, he feasted people of ail conditions; 
and ofi iho.ve r.lirlits, the road froin Malieenagiir to Loll Baiigli^ 
wliieb is abo^^e” three mites, was illuminated with lamps, re- 
presenting verses of the Koran, mosques, trees, and other fi- 
giires. Nearly a hundred thousand persons were employed on 
ibe^:e occasions 5 and, on the tiring of a gun, the whole ivas 
iliuminalecl at once, exhibiting, in an inslant, such a sheet of 
light as astonished the beholders. He also kept tlie fesljvai of 
the prophet Khizer, when paper boats, decorated wkh lighted 
lamps, are set idloat upon the river;* 

Besides feeding a multitude of people, he also provided 
food for the beasts of the Held and the fowls of the air* 

He always provided against famine, and severely prohibited 
all monoijolies- of grain;; -lie constantly made’ private inquiries 
eoncerruDg the markof-price- of grain j and, v/lieneverlse dis* 
covered asiy imposition, the oilenders sobered tlie most exem- 
plary punishments* ICihe kipoffcatibn of grain t» the cities 
and towns fell short of what had been usual, h« seiiot officers 
into the country, who broke open the hoards of individuals, 
and compelled to carry their grain to the public iBurkets* liice 
was then commonly sold, at il^loorsliiiflabad, at four maunds 
for a rupee 5 and the prices of other provisions were in pro- 
portion. He also strictly prohibited the exportation of grain y 
and the Foujedar of iJoogiy had express orders ta see that no, 
ship, belonging to Europeans or others, war> sutlered to carry.

He alw’ays kept cun** 
stunt- to one lawful wife-f" and^ oiit of his excess^of delicacy, 
would not suffer any strange'- ■ women, or euniichs, to enter the 
apartments of his- seraglio-h 

He despised all* the^Tefinements of k:mry, and partiaikriy. 
i!i dress ; apd refrained from every thing that is prohibited in 
the law. No high-seasoned dishes were served up to his table ; 
neiiberfro-zen sherbets, nor creams, but only plain ice. Dur- 
ing the iviuter, Khyzb- Khan, his hoiise-steward, used to coH 
lect, ill the mountains uf Eajmalieb a sidicient stock of ice; 
for the rest of the year ; and the whole was done at the ex- 
pense of the 2emiiHkrs of tlmf districts In the roangoe season^, 
there waa s^tationed at Rajinahel m overseer, who used to keep^ 
a regular aeeotint of the ehoicest mangoe- trees in Maldah, Kut- 
waiee, mid Husseinpoor-*; and his guards were placed over' 
them,. to see that no one purloitied the iriiif, and that it was- 
reo'ularly sent to- Moo-rshudabad.

carrier! his coiii|i!aint before the Nowab, who cominanded that 
tbe offender should be stoned to death, conformably to tlie

'Iiis .fcrotler in tlie ^eferest : terras for his cowarifios in not 
■corai»g to bis aasistairce wbo pleaded, that, giving liiro over 
for lost, be Employed Ms time in fortifying the city j ttbicli 
*tbe Soubab found sufBcIently strong against an army wbieb 
■ ’bad no cannon. He bad no struck such a terror- into Ms 
enemies, and bad so well established his character as a soldier^ 
-that the Marliattas, not daring to attempt the city, contented 
themselves with ravaging the cmmm* all round, till the approach 
the rains obliged them to retire hack into the Burdwan pro^ 
'vince, and put an end to their operations. 

The Soabah, on his accession, bad ordered large levies of 
troops in the prow nee of Behar 5 so that in October, the rains 
■being over, he again took the held at the bead #f ifty thou- 
sand men. The Marliattas also increased their stiengtb by the 
4esertion of Meer Htifobeeb from the Soubah’s party, wlio 
carried some cannon -with him. He had been deputy governor 
Dacca, but being called to the Boirbah*s court, to answer 
40 some crime laid to his charge, he rather chose to trust him- 
self with the enemies of his country, than abide the resentment 
of an injured master ; and his great knowledge of th.e country 
made him very useful to them. 

,lihe Marhattas, according to their usual practice, would 
- venture a general a0on, hut ' endeaf oured to bring the 
:*^$biibafa 4o terms by Imrrassing bis troops and plundering his 
.country. The Soubah sent to offer peace j but the Marhattas,

The flattering prospect was but jat: a sudden calm® wfclle tlie 
clouds gailier together to return -with greater ^ioleaee 5 for ad* 
lice uas now, 1744, brought of a fresh army of Maiirattas eii* 
tering by the way of Cuttack,- under the command of Bagc|ee ; 
and of another, by the way, of Patna, eomniandeci by 'Balaje- 
tow, general to the Sou Eajah ; ' ea-cli of sixty thotieaitd li©rse» 
But, though independent:, of. each other, they stgreed to act ift 
concert, and make an egual 41 i?'isioii' -of all plunder and aima® 
lages that might be obtained. ■ 

The Soubah, who .was returniBg from Berboom, appmlien* 
aifeof being ioclosed, regained Cutw’a by speedy mdrches# 
and proceeded m his capital witti.a mind fuil of anxiety at the 
TOortifleation of being obliged to Iea?e Ms conotr)’ exposed' t# 
merciless ' plunderers, . He made such additional works to the 
city as the short: time would permit'j and leaving it under the 
charge of Hacljy, he took the fleld again with an army of observa* 
composed of troops whose bodi^ were half exhausted by 
fatigue, and their minds spiritless through despondency* But 
behold a dawn of hope ! He soon traced ll*e marks of discord 
between the two Marliatta generals 1 and, by the media tiou 
of Sarsarow, a conference vras consented to by\he J^'oubah atid 
Bainjerow, at which a peace wa-s concluded on the following - 
terms : The Soubah paid twenty-two lacks for the cbout of 
'the twojast years, engaged to pay it regularly for jhe future, 
and, it is said, gave a large sum as a prt^ient to-'lbe geuerat 
liimselfj who on his part, promised to retire out of the country, 
and to mist in driving out" the other Marhetta army also* 
BMaJerw did indeed retire himself, bat left the Sonbali to 
€gbt it out wdi his confederal 5 who, being no nrnteh for the 
Soiibah, divided his forces into small brniies, and laid waste 
whatever bad been -spared by his predecessors, till the rainSs 
and the Soubah -a pursuit^ once more drove them out of the 
country. 

The next year they renewed the same scene ; but the Soa» 
bah attacked; thew-so^clcwely^. that he cleared the coontiy of 
^ew .early ki March 1745, Orissa and Cuttack only reiBainiii^ 
in-ttltw hands : ,aod < now he promised i. himself some respite, at 
least tii the month Of October;' , He ihk jmr appointed Zaindee 
Ahmed Khan Nabob of Patna 1 - who set out for that province 
with a considerabie Ix^y of tr€Ki|»> to.prefeit the incursion® 
of the province.

This had beea 
told them, and siiUckiitJy warned them to provide for their ■ 
safety*^, so that Meer Jalher and. Eoybollub, * both judged^ the 
Eiigiish pwotMtthxi' would .b© a. port of safety to them » Ihey 
sent a man pfivalely to Mr. Watts, to let him know how they 
stood afiected, and to asvsitre him, that Seraje ad Dowlali wsis 
delermiiied iieyer fa forgive the Ecglisb the disgrace .of his ia^e 
defeat, and wailerTouly a proper opportunity to fall on them 
again, and concluded with a hint that many of the^princi|>al 
officers of the army, whose il^’es were in coiiiiniral jeopaitljj, 
from the cruel and capricious temper of the Smibab, had de-^ 
teriiiined to depose him ; that if the English would support 
MeerJaffierb Ms views on the. Siibahship, be would readily 
make any eoocessiotia that might he deemed oecessary, to in- 
denssilfy the English for the losses they, had .sustained, and to 
render tlieir trade advantageous to theni^ These proposals 
were received with great satl&ctioti; and Mr. Watts acquaintei’- 
the Colonel, and the gentlemen below, with it, who immediate- 
ly empowered him to treat, and settle the plan of operations 
with Meer Jaffier. Mr. Watt^ had an interview with Meer 
who represeated . to him, that iiothing_ could be don%* 
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while the Nabob’s army, 'was in the fit-id, it separ.^terl liim 
from the heads of his 'party 5 aqd^ hnulered him from fjouceit- 
inw proper measures with him. It agreed, therefore, to. 
in!! the Sou bah into a ftrm parsoasioo of oiir peaceable in- 
tentions, to 'try, by dissimiiiation, to remove this obstacle. 
For this purpose, the.Caionel ordered the army into quarters, 
and wrote the Soubah, That while the armies coiiiHuied in 
the field, their enemies. would be endeayouriog to interrupt that 
’perfect harojony and friendship which subsisted betweea 
tiseni 5 that he had therefore put his army into quarters , .aaci^ 
‘thought he had no reason to doubt his -Excelleficy’s strict 
adherence to, and full compliance'with all the arfciclesof the 
treaty, yet, nevertheiess, he wished he would disappoint those

The Soubah was glad to he freed from the uneasiness'^lauir"* 
army gave him, ^hj heing •mtbe field, thanker! the folonei 
for this'proof of his' friendship, ‘''and promised to put his troops 
into quarters : but these words were too inconsonant to Ids 
sciiemes, tube followed by actions 5 for he still continued his

• of the treaty. By the happy use of an unexpected event,

At six in the morning, June 23 d, the enemy was discovered, 
marching in a deep column from their old camp : betweea

but as soon as their rear got out of the camp, they halted, 
and a'body of about fifty Prenchtueh advanced in front of tte 
rest, their officer calling out, 'in vain, for some of the 8oubali’».

wliicli Struck such terfor' into him, that he sent for Meer 
Jiifiier* tlirew his turban at his feet, and told liim^ wdih a most 
dejected couiileaimce, That it wm he that must protect that 
fiirluiiu’* Whether thi?i moved Meer JalTier’s compassion, or 
his poiitirs were to save appearances with both parties, is tin- 
certain ; but he did mt offer to Join os, only wrote thie Coip« 
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gers, lie advanced 'fonwd, with his son, to^ meeS them | 
but was far from testifying that joj which might have been 
expected : Probably, bred up in the treacherous court of Aiiy- 
verde Khan, he harboured some suspicion that the Colonel 
might resent his conduct, in not joiniug him conformably lo 
his"" promises | for afterwards, when the guards drew^ out to 
receive him as he passed, he started, as if he thought it was 
all over with him 5 nor did his countenance brighten up, till 
the Colonel embraced .him, and saluted him Soiibah of the 
three profinceSj advising him to ^ hasteU' to the ^ capital,,^ to pre* 
irent its being plundered, and to assume the title of Soubah, 
in which he would support him with all his force as toon as 
possible. We continued our Joyful march towards the city, 
and had the pleasure to see the marks of our victory all tlirougli^ 
■our route, the plains being covered . with, caunon^ trains 
oxen, broken carriages, wounded horse, and, among the rest, 
an elephant found dead, sixteen miles from the field of battle, 
with two six«poiind shot lodged in his body. 

Let us now follow Seraje ad Dovviah. On his arrival at the 
city, he assembled all his great officers, to consult them on 
this unfortunate event : some advised him to deliver himself 
up to the Colonel, agair^t whom he had no hope of success, 
having^ been twice defeated by him. This, which was the 
most prudent advice, his shallow Judgment mistook for treach- 
ery. Others advised him to open his treasury to his array, 
and endeavour^ by great rewards, to spirit them up to make 
another effort. He seemed to approve of this, immediately 
ordered three months pay to hrs army, and dismissed his coun- 
cil with assurances of his heading his troops again in the morn- 
ing. But; when left by himself, he suffered all the pangs of 
advemty. • His ferdfied ira^iuations represented every one

On the 2flh, tl« Colonel went to the Sotibalf s palace ; and 
in the pieseiifc of aif the Rajahs and great iiieii of the coiirl, led 
him l«i lii?i throne, and; in eompliaoce willi the ciisccmi of the 
Ciiiiiitrj, made his tdiii as Soybali, by preKeiit-‘ 

irig him Hrith a few pieces of gold, in w'liicli lie vras followed 
by all the gre?U-aien pre:^esil:. From tius time Mt-er Jaffier

Colonel Ciit’e, tlie'latter enS Af Febriiaryj I757j left liis car.ip 
near Calcutta, ani crossed, the Ganges, which was equally 
convenient either to commence hostilities against the French^ 
or to join the Nabob against the Patian forces ; but the io- 
tentions both of the Nabob and tlie French being very iim- 
nifest, on the 8th of March he turned his face towards Cliari- 
dernagore, and on the J 3 tii he invested it. Oo the 1 4th the 
enemy sallied out ; In which aH air Captain Coote greatly sig- 
nalized himself, and ' sbon after made them retreat,* on this 
they quitted their outer works, and became masters of the 
town, and the batteries: -.in and about it, with very little loss 5 
’ and the enemy, by this means, were shut up within their fort.- 
As soon as every; thing was in readiness on board the fleet, 

.. * and the ships cleared of their superfluous stores, they moved 
tip the river with the flood- tides.

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The Military Managers, through their natiiral Patron, Ge**', 
■Herat Sir Eyre Coote, on the i8th day of November, 1 782> 
addressed the Government of Bengal in support of their plcm; 
Timt Government acquiesced with all their wishes. The 
l^.lanagers, on receiving the sanction of the Supreme Govern®, 
irseot, addressed the Court of Directors in March 1783, and 
solicited their counteuance in a cause to which none, hut bar^ 
barians, could refuse assent. 

Colonel Kirkpatrick, in Dec, 178i'>% returned to Europe, on 
the Rodney Ejistflncliauian, and at the request of the Army., 
assumed tile mafiiaagement of the affairs of the Society in Eng«^ 
land, where he exerted himself with the same persevering in* 
dustry and active zeal as he lately had exhibited in BengaL 
The Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge took a wariii 
part in the concerns of the institution : Mr. Dundas, then a 
leading Member of the Board of Control, declared that the. 
charity had a claim on public grounds^ to the support of the 
Company. General Smith, Colonel Champion, Mr. Bensley^i 
and Mr. Inglis, strongly interested themselves in the support 
of Colonel Kirkpatrick, and the . consequent prosperity of the 
Orphan Society. 

The Upper House of the Institution is supported by month- 
ly contributions from the Army, viz. three rupees from each 
Subaltern and Assistant Surgeon : six rupees from each Cap- 
tain and Surgeon : and nine rupees from each Major. Offi- 
, cers of a more exalted rank have given large vountary Contri- 
butions. , j ^ ^ , ' . , ' 

The Officer’s Fund on the 1st of Jan. 1802, independant 
of the private property of Orphans, amounted to 374,167 
Bicca Rupees, The Soldier^ s Fund at. the same period amount- 
ed to 107i450 Sicca Rupees. The Lower House of the In- 
stitution is supported by the Hon. Company : the plan for 
this part of the Charity was engrafted on the original Institu- 
tion in July 1783. The Hon. Company, at and since that 
period, have adopted as their own children those who have 
lost their natural parents. They have become the fathers of 
the Orphans of their Soldiers ! — May the treasure of ^unty 
in allBations be ever open to, the fatherless infant ! , Such was 
the origin of an Institution, the Managers of which assembled, 
sit as High f^riests of and the Guardians of, six hun '

Marquis CbniwaJlis, then Governor General, and liis Council^ 
approved the plan, and on, the 6 th July 1793^ granted 10 the 
Committee of the Hospital,. vSixHiindred Sicca Rupees per month. 

€ln the 3 1st of July 1794/a general meeting of the Siibscri* 
bers was held, and a *p!an for the management of the Hospital 
adopted, consisting of eighteen distinct paragraphs, the first of 
which contained a request to the Governor General and Supreme 
Council to be Patrons of the Intitution, which was acquies 
ced with : -the second paragraph .‘appointed twelve Governors 
for the Hospital, three- fourths of whom were to be British- 
born Subjects, Armenians, ot '“Portiisuese. The eleventh 
parj!grjq>h constituted the Bank of Hindoostan, Treasurer 2 
tl»e remaining fifteen parajrraptts 'determined the general and 
internal duties and concerns of the Hospital, At this mtetJn^ 
twelve Governors were first nominated : the name of the^ 
Ibsv, Mr, Owen, as may be expectedj appears the first 
of the* tW'elve. 

On the 4th of August GovernmeEit signified to the Com- 
rnltree their approbation of all the> proceedings of the late ^ 
meeting, and on the 1 st of Sept, an House was opened in Chit- • 
pore Hoad for the reception of Patients. 

-The Court of Directors, ou the Sd of July ’ 798, in their" 
general letter to the Government of Bengal, expressed their ■ 
approbation of the institution. 

The Governors, soon after the establishment of the insti- 
tntion, came to -the resolution of buiidiog an house peculiarly * 
adapted to their purposes, in consequence of which ground ' 
was purchased in the open and airy road of Bhiirromtullah : ‘ 
the purchase of the ground and house, wdth the’ erection of the ^ 
necessary aclditionsrstood the Governors’ in, the sum of Sicca 
Bupees 41,573-5-6, which, with Sicca Rupees 46,001-6-2 in ^ 
CoOTpaoy*s paper and cash, formed the capital stock of the 
iastitution 00 the 1 st of Sept. 1802. 

From the 1 st of September 1794, when the’ Hospital first 
opened for the relief indigent natives, to the 1 st of Sept, 
1802,-^587 htmse-patients h^ve been admitted to the benefits 
of the institution, and 6127 out patients have been attended « 
on ; ofthls vast xiumhcr,^ 7500 ;bave been' ’ again restored in 
iicallhy •‘State to Society I • 

Thegood^dward Ives,, the physician «n4 friend of Admiral . 
Watson, observed^ after the re-capture and re-establishment 
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of Calciitta> It is not possibfe to point out a part oftbe 
world where the spirit of charity is more nobly exerted than 
in our East-ludia Company’s Setilements: numerous instances 
may be mentioned, where princely subscriptions have in a few 
liours been raised, and applied to the edectual relief of many 
■unfortunate families,” 

Mrs. Kindersley, who resided in and travelled through Ben- 
.gal in the years 1766-7-8, ten years after the departure of 
Mr, Ives, observes in her letters: There is no part of the 
world where people (will) part with their money to assist each 
other so freely as the English in India.” 


ACCOUNT OF CHANDERNAGORE. 


/HANDERNAGORE was once a Houdshmg colony in the 
vidays of Watson, Pocock, and Clive, but it has lost much of that 
;%eadty with which it had been decorated by French ingenuity. 
'The walks once so level, are now rugged, and the menacing 
fort dismantled. The fort' was -a regular square about 
-three quarters of a 'wiite,„ia_,|5|rcfimference with four bas^ 
tioiis, each .-mounting, as stated*"’ by Mf;'i I'ves, sitteelk 
guns, besides some on the curtain. Of these, two bastions 
-remain, on one of which stands the staff, from whence the 
;ilag of France fluttered. -The mouldering walls of the Govern- 
. ment-house, which proudly arose in the centre of Fort Orleans;, 
point out the spot where the vain and wily Dupleijc once dic- 
tated to admiring Frenchmen; and where in distant idea he 
first meditated the extirpation of the English and the ^gran- 
s d&ement of his nation. The^ fin© ■ Church of St. Louis * 
at a small distance from Vmt ; .the found||inft remains# 
which proves it to have been a massy building, and calculated 
for military as well as divine service, Mr, Ives informs q|> 

* there was a battery of four pieces of cannem on the -top of this 
Church. The whole aisle is vaulted underneath, and a ceE-^ 
tral entrance appears, which was covered with a flag of marble 
ijlhat'OC^onaiiy lifted up# and doubtless was designed by the
